This brief included charges of 
unfair labor practices and could 
not be considered specifically as 
a request for a new election. 

Dispute Over Election Rules. 

Representative Elston (Rep.), 
Ohio, demanded to know why an 
election to determine the bargain- 
ing agent was not held earlier, 
asserting “everyone knew” the 
company was insisting on it. 

Reilly said it was delayed bv the 
normal procedure invoked and by 
a dispute between the company 
and the union over the rules to be 
followed in any election. 

Elston contended the War La- 
bor Board’s own orders “prevent- 
ed” the election “and if it had 
been held there wouldn’t have 
been any seizure.”

Representative Curtis (Rep.), 
Nebraska, asked if “the real rea- 
zon” the election wasn’t held was 
because the Government agencies 
at that time had “some doubt that 
Montgomery Ward was a war con- 
tractor.”

Curtis insisted that the -election 
could have been held “in the mid- 
dje of March,” and there then 
would not have been the final 
controversy which led to the 
seizure on April 26.

In the Japanese Camps 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your letter column of May 19 carried 
a communication from H. J. McClatchy, 
exeCutive secretary of the California 
Joint Immigration Committee, who com- 
pared the treatment accorded evacuees 
in the relocation centers with the treat- 
ment of Americans in Japanese hands. 

Mr. McClatchy neglects to mention 
that the relocation centers are neither 

‘prison camps nor enemy alien intern- 
ment camps, Two-thirds of the evacuees 
in the relocation centers are American 
citizens, born and raised in the United 
States. 

Gov. Warren of California is author- 
ity for the statement that there was no 
sabotage by Japanese residents in that 
state. As Col. William P. Scobey of the 
War Department General Staff pointed 
out, the mass evacuation of persons of 
Japanese ancestry from the West Coast 
did not imply disloyalty on the part 
of all evacuees. 

Those who were found to be loyal to 

Japan have been either interned by the 
Department of Justice or segregated 
and confined at the Tule Lake Segrega- 
tion Center. 
*Evacuees of school age are almost 
without exception native-born American 
citizens, and hence it is neither coddling 
nor leniency on the partof the Govern- 
ment to provide them with elementary 
and high school education. 

It is not true that junior college and 
college courses are provided at Federal 

- expense, as Mr. McClatchy implies. The 

* War Relocation Authority does not sup- 
© port college courses in the relocation 

“centers. Only the Manzanar Relocation 

~Center, tn California, has accredited 

-courses on the collegiate level. But the 
“college” exists in name only, since the 
courses are a part of the adult educa- 
tion ‘program and entail no additional 
expense. 

The adult education teaching staff is 
made up almost entirely of evacuee 
teachers who are paid $19 a month; the 
few Caucasian personnel who teach 
adult courses do so on a voluntary basis 
and receive no pay for this. work. 

Finally, Mr. McClatchy implies that 
America’s wartime attitude toward per- 
sons of Japanese ancestry constitutes 
a menace to the United States and to 
future world security, To accord demo- 
cratic treatment to loyal American citi- 
zens of Japanese descent will jeopardize 
neither the war effort nor the winning 
of the peace. Rather, the danger of an 
enslaving World War III will come from 
the type of mind which Mr. McClatchy 
represents and which incites hatred and 
intolerance and persecution of racial 
minorities.

If the ailment does 
not respond to the treatments, the pa- 
tient is referred back to the clinic for 
further examination, diagnosis and rec- 
ommendation. 

I am strongly of the opinion that if 
such a plan were properly worked out, 
both the medical profession and the in- 
dividual would profit. It would dis- 
courage unethical practices on the part 
of those of the medical profession who 
have found it profitable to be unethical;

Light for China . 

New hope, in the campaign now being success- 
fully waged in North Burma, and in Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace’s visit to Chungking, is coming not 
a moment too soon to bolster up the weakening 
Chinese Government. 

The Burmese campaign is directed toward re- 
opening the Burma Road, symbol of supply to 
China; and Mr. Wallace’s mission also will re- 
assure our Oriental allies that we mean to do 
better than the meager supply which we and 
Britain have so far provided to the desperately 
pinchéd Chinese armies. 

Supply, or the lack of it, is a major cause of 
both the economic and political crises which 
Chungking confronts. 

It is doubtful that the reopening of the Burma 
Road would make much difference to China in 
terms of immediate supply. Estimates of the 
length of time that will be required to get traffic 
on the road going after its recapture range from 
that of the optimistic Deputy Chief Engineer, 
Chang Jen-chen—“We're only awaiting orders to 
put the Burma Road back to work”—to the report 
by Brooks Atkinson of the New York Times that 
“under the most favorable circumstances, the 
Burma Road cannot start delivering vital mili- 
tary goods and urgently needed trucks to China 
in less than one year.” 

But the Burma campaigns, the Americans and 
Chinese driving from the West and the Chinese 
from the East, give to China, at a moment of 
her urgent need of it, an earnest that she is not 
forgotten on the world-wide battlefront. Chinese 
eyes may now look on possibilities that until re- 
cent weeks had not existed; Chinese hearts may 
hold hopes that only a short while ago must 
have seem fabulously far. 

The capture of Myitkyina, where our troops are 
now fighting, would cut off Japanese supplies in 
Northern Burma, for this is the railhead of the 
track southward to Mandalay and Rangoon, and 
it is the head of navigation on the Irrawaddy 
River, the greatest transportation artery in all 
Burma, 

This is the first hope, but there is also a sec- 
ond. It is that Adm. Lord Louis Mountbatten is 
preparing an assault by sea to the southward, 
either to take Burma or to cut off Japanese com- 
munications to it and reopen a Chinese port 
through which supplies could flow at flood to — 
give strength to the Chinese and to furnish our 
assault by air upon the vulnerable heart of the 
Japanese homeland, 

At the moment, it may be these hopes in the 
breasts of our Chinese allies that will be the 
most real gains of the Burma fighting. It is 
time, and late time, too, that the hopes were being 
nurtured on deeds rather than on promises. China 
has been gazing at despair for longer than it is 
well for any nation to gaze. 

China’s supply problem is simply and crudely 
and brutally the lack of transportation to haul 
enough materials for existence, Transportation 
not only to its borders, as reflected in idle stores 
standing in India awaiting conveyance to Chung- 
king, but also within its own territory, where full 
warehouses stand also idle for lack of roads and 
trucks to take supplies to the cities, the towns, 
the countryside and the fighting fronts. 

The cruel absence of mere materials of exist- 
ence is a root of the inefficiency and sloth and 
corruption of the Chungking bureaucracy. It is 
the root of Chinese economic troubles. But for 
it, there would not be a 200-fold increase in 
prices, which makes it necessary for many Chi- 
nese to sell their belongings to exist from day 
to day, and then leads them to seek a second job, 
and after that to steal and to trade with the 
enemy. 

The Chinese have to pay 35 cents for an egg 
and $4 for a pound of bread at the official ex- 
change rate of 20 Chinese dollars for one Amer- 
ican dollar. The gravity and immediacy of the 
situation are shown by a statement just issued 
by five professors of China’s National Southwest 
Associated University, who say that the country 
is nearing the brink of financial collapse; that in 
order for disaster to be averted, the wealthy must 
pay a greater part of the war’s cost than the 
scant 3 per cent they are now paying. 

Hope has been running low in China these last 
months. Perhaps it is no certainty that the 
Northern Burma campaigns bring now. But it 
is hope or the beginning of hope. It is our own 
hope that our Chinese allies will find in it suffi- 
cient to sustain yet enough longer the marvel of 
their faith and fortitude. 
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The Parties’ Parties 

Statistics on the Democratic and Republican 
conventions in Chicago have already been com- 
piled by statisticians who would rather be first 
than right. They run to 150,000 hot dogs, 250,000 
bottles of soda pop, 40,000 ham sandwiches, 500,- 
000 bags of peanuts, 300,000 cups of coffee. 

To these figures may safely be appended a 
guess that other raw materials of the convoca- 
tions will consist of 150,000 cubic feet of hot air, 
250,000 letters from Vox Pop, 40,000 ham actors, - 
500,000 peanut politicians and 300,000 in their 
cups, and we don’t mean coffee. 
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No Railroad Profiteering 

The land-grant railroads can make out an ex- 
cellent case for repeal of the remaining rate 
concessions to the Federal Government, but they 
have chosen a completely indefensible occasion 
on which to attempt it. 

The grants by the Government to the rail- 
roads were made in the railroad-building era 
starting in 1850, to encourage the opening up 
and development of new regions. In _ all, 
they are estimated worth about $60,000,000 in 
land still held by the roads and $434,000,000 in 
land which they have sold—a total of $494,000,- 
000. The total return the Government has had 
from rate concessions is put by the railroads at 
$600,000,000, an amount which completely re- 
pays the Government contribution, with a liberal 
amount left over. 

Congress in 1940 relieved the land-grant rail- 
roads of all the rate concessions except those for 
official transportation of military and naval 
property and personnel. The ICC in its 1943 
report recommended abolition of the remaining 
concessions also. The House Witerstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee has favorably re- 
ported a bill terminating the concessions. 

The bill is opposed by the departments of 
War, Navy, Treasury and Interior. It is esti- 
mated that abolishing the concessions would 


‘ 
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add $250,000,000 to $500,000,000 a year to the 
costs of the war. 

The railroads are therefore making a reason- 
able request at an unreasonable time. The rate 
concessions should be retained at least for the 
duration of the war. If they were abolished 
during this period, the railroads, which are 
earning good profits, should be placed under 
some such limitation of profits as the Renegotia- 
tion Act now imposes upon other war industry. 
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Lost: 16,000 Tons of Steel Plate 


Wage rates have nothing to do with the strike 
of 160 machinists which has brought production 
of steel plate to a standstill at the Granite City 
Steel Co. Neither do hours or working condi- 
tions enter into the walk-out, or any other griev- 
ance against the employer. A strike over any of 
these points would be inexcusable enough in a 
war plant, but this one is over an issue of no 
concern whatever to the public, to the Govern- 
ment, to the company or to anyone except the 
unions involved. 

The sole reason for the strike is one of those 
senseless and unnecessary jurisdictional disputes 
which are the plague of certain unions and an af- 
fliction of industry whenever they occur. There 
is certain maintenance and repair work to be 
done in the plant’s hot-strip mill. The issue 
which is causing 1500 tons of steel plate to be lost 
each day—16,000 tong thus far in the course of 
the strike—is simply this: Shall the work be 
done by members of the AFL International As- 
sociation of Machinists or by CIO millwrights of 
the United Steel Workers of America? 

Because the machinists have quit work, and 
all efforts to bring about an agreement with the 
millwrights have failed, the completion of vitally 
needed naval craft must wait. Because of the 
dispute over this fantastically minute point, the 
cause of the enemy is served just as effectively 
as if a German bomber had put the ateel mill out 
of business for the number of days that the 
strike lasts. 

The WLB has told the strikers in blunt terms 
what their irresponsible action means, A direc- 
tive of last Friday said that the stoppage “is 
seriously interfering with the production of 
critical material necessary to the effective prose- 
cution of the war and must be terminated im- 
mediately.” 

This had no effect. The company wants a 
joint meeting of all three groups, but the ma- 
chinists oppose such a conference. Government 
concillators have failed in their attempts. Navy 
appeals have been disregarded. The strike goes 
on, the steel plate is not made, naval craft are 
held up waiting for the armor that protects the 
lives of their men. 

Was there ever a more clear-cut case of orim: 
inal irresponsibility and flagrant unpatriotism on 
the part of a labor group than this? Is it any 
wonder that the enemies of labor seize upon such 
episodes as a justification for depriving unions 
of their rights? 

Alongside the needs of our fighting men, it 
is of absolutely no importance whether a mill- 
wright or a machinist tightens a certain bolt. 
The only real issue is for the men to do their 
patriotic duty: and return to work—at once.

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Bad News for Tlestiod Crooks 


Election thieves of the old Pendergast machine 
type got another jolt yesterday when the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court ruled that stuffing bal- 
lot boxes in an election of Federal officials is 
a crime under Federal law. 

The high court ruling fully backs up all that 
was done in Kansas City in 1936 and 1937 in the 
prosecution of election judges and clerks who 
made a mockery of the franchise by their wide- 
spread frauds in counting ballots and in stuff- 
ing boxes. The Kansas City case demonstrated 
how to deal with corrupt election officials who 
conspired to commit fraud. They were convicted 
under a statute making it a criminal offense to 
conspire to deprive citizens of rights guaranteed 
them by the Constitution; in this instance, the 
right to cast their ballots and have them count- 
ed as cast. 

Convictions at Kansas City were appealed to 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals and 
there affirmed, but the Supreme Court denied 
applications for review. In the Kansas City 
cases, 34 persons were séntenced to the peniten- 
tiary and 44 got jail terms. 

The case decided yesterday went to the Su- 
preme Court from Kentucky, where a Federal 
District Court had dismissed charges of ballot- 
box stuffing brought against poll officials in 
connection with the 1942 senatorial election. The 
Department of Justice appealed to the Supreme 
Court, thereby getting a direct ruling for the 
first time from that tribunal on the important 
point of law involved. 

This ruling notably strengthens the hand of 
the Federal Government in dealing with election 
crooks who have been accustomed to laugh at 
state laws. 
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Industrial Echo of Cassino 

An object lesson in the close tie between the 
home front and the war front: 

Machine-tool firms had expected to taper off 
production this year. They talked of re-conver- 
sion, and planned for it. 

Then came the struggle for Cassino. This 
showed that aerial bombing had decided limita- 
tions, that more artillery was needed for storm- 
ing fortified Europe. Military planning was rev- 
olutionized, and production at the same time 
took a new turn. Now the WPB notifies the ma- 
chine-tool industry that it must sustain or ex- 
ceed its presént production rate.

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CHINA’S DANGEROUS MILLSTONE 
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Press Views on Missouri River Plan 


AN INTERRELATED PROBLEM 
From the Oasper (Wyo.) Tribune-Herald. 

In a challenge addressed “To the Editors 
of the Missouri Valley,” the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch presents the river as “one 
big problem” which must be solved by a 
plan big enough to serve all the construc- 
tive purposes to which water can be put 
in addition to providing safeguards against 
disastrous floods. And with such an objec- 
tive there can be no quarrel. 

‘The Post-Dispatch speaks out in behalf 
of a major program and believes that it 
offers the solution to problems that present 
inevitable conflict. It passes this conviction 
on to newspapers throughout the valley 
with an urge to meet the challenge. There 
is much to be said in support of the idea, 
especially if the plan is based on a firm 
policy regarding water use. 

Interested primarily in irrigation and 
power development, the upper basin states 
probably could show in the shaping of such 
a policy that proposed reclamation works 
would help stabilize river flow by storing 
flood waters and releasing them during the 
dry season, when the return flow would 
aid instead of hinder navigation. More 
water would reach the Missouri during 
the summer under extensive reclamation 
development than is now available dur- 
ing the same season. 

The lower valley in turn could obtain 
adequate recognition of navigation and 
flood-control works, and no one questions 
the urgent need of the latter. Late floods 
have accented the necessity of preventing 
a constant repetition of widespread disas- 
ter and tragedy. 

Natural resources of every district stand 
to benefit from a broad program, Water 
tables now dangerously low would be lifted, 
and a great agricultural heritage would be 
better preserved by various means demon- 
strated by the soil conservation service, 


MISSOURIS SORROW 
From the Louisville Times. 

Chinese call one of China’s great rivers 
China’s Sorrow, because it gets out of bed 
at times inconvenient to regions it trav- 
erses and behaves outrageously. 

Missouri River, starting in the Rocky 
Mountains, where three streams meet, bent 
on devilment, runs sportively through 2500 
miles of abused and resentful territory. In 
Missouri it drops once-arable sections of 
Nebraska and more distant states, which 
it has playfully tossed about, and runs 
around them, making sandbars, lakes, leav- 
ing sections of stream-bed abandoned. Mis- 
sourians call the stream the Big Muddy, 
at times using harsher names. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch calls on all 
editors in the Missouri basin, 580,000 square 
miles, to put their heads together and find 
what should be done about the Missouri. 
And if it can get 580,000 square miles 
of editors to agree on something, the 
Post-Dispatch will have fame which no in- 
dividual ever dreamed of having or could, 
serenely, live with. 


OPPOSED TO AN MVA 


From the Counc!) Bluffs (Ia.) Nonpareil, 

A Missouri Valley Authority, the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch maintains, would take all the 
problems of the river into consideration 
and reconcile all the conflicting interests 
up and down the river, as the TVA has 
done in the valley of the meandering Ten- 
nessee River. 

We are dubious on this point. When the 
editor of the Nonpareil followed the TVA 
from one dam to another not so long ago, 
he was far from convinced that all conflict- 
ing interests had been reconciled or: all 
problems solved. Our belief is that if the 
war had not come along, TVA would be 
under bitter attack from many directions. 

We are opposed to any Federal boss of 


the Missour!l Valley. We are also opposed 
to wasting any more money trying to make 
the Upper Missouri navigable. Our posi- 
tion has been and continues to be that the 
Federal Government should concentrate on 
flood control with reasonable facilities for 
irrigation. In our opinion, numerous small 
dams on tributaries would be far better 
than a few big ones on the Missouri itself. 


UNIFIED ACTION IS NEEDED

It has long been the contention of this 
newspaper that realization of a compre- 
hensive and adequate Missouri River de- 
velopment program depends in a large 
measure upon unified action by the nine 
Missouri Valley states and by the advo- 
cates of the irrigation, navigation and flood 
control benefits.

The author, a Time Magazine staff mem- 
ber, h@ used a piquant title and 167 pages 
to say precious little that we don't already 
know about the South Pacific. I may be 
prejudiced because I expected a awift-paced, 
succinct account compact with facts and 
drama a la Time. 

Norton-Taylor prepares the reader by 
saying that his assignment did not call for 
war reporting, that he was asked to “get 
the feel.” He has succeeded in some meas- 
ure in doing that, for his book is far more 
an analysis of what the American soldier 
thinks and does than an account of war. 
But in recording second-hand action and 
stories, he often fails to arouse a revivify- 
ing interest,

The writer left LaGuardia Field in April. 
1943, for the South Pacific. * Definitely a 
family man accustomed to the safe routine 
of the home office, he confesses that his 
assignment did leave him more or less with 
his heart in his mouth. Qn the way over. 
he interrogated service men aboard ship 
and in port, and lived as intimately with 
them as it is possible for a reporter to live, 
in order to learn exactly what our soldiers, 
sailors and marines are thinking. 

He found that the average American sol- 
dier had little idea of why he was fight- 
ing, had little to say about politics or his- 
tory, little consciousness of a concerted war 
effort—was interested chiefly in getting it 
all over with and going home. Only the 
mention of strikes in the United States 
made him especially vocal. But he was nev- 
ertheless a persistent fighting man. 

Even in his contacts with our fighters, 
I felt that the writer was always self-con- 
sciously the reporter, never quite touching 
the sensitive souls of the inarticulate,

Norton-Taylor finally was.able to report 
a battle at first-hand—good reporting, too. 
It was the invasion of New Georgia. His 
vivid account of the surprise attack on 
Kolambangara Island and the flank land- 
ing at Rice Anchorage in New Georgia 
brings the reader to attention. Of inter- 
est to Missourians, and Poplar Bluffians in 
particular, is the tribute paid Lt. Comdr. 
Andrew J. Hill, formerly of Poplar Bluff, 
for the part his destroyer played in the 
violent battle of Kula Gulf. 

In Australia, Norton-Taylor was granted 
an off-the-record interview with Gem Doug- 
las MacArthur, He found MacArthur bent 
on revenge for the Philippines, but bitter 
because his hands were tied and he was 
playing a subordinate role in the Pacific.

EN. ARNOLD is a blustery fighting man whose bluster some- 
times irritates calmer men around him. Just now, Gen, Arnold 
is in a state of some puzzlement over the condition of the target 


that his bombers in England have*been plastering day after day. 


Germany has been hit with four 
times as much stuff as was ever 
unloaded on Britain. The damage 
done in England to morale and 
production, especially in April and 
May of 1941, was serious. 

What about Germany, then? So 
far as can be determined from in- 
telligence reports, there is no 
weakening of the German will to 
fight. 

No one, of course, can be sure. 
In October of 1918, the Allies were 
planning for at least another year 
of warfare. Perhaps, behind the 
facade of propaganda, Germany 
is ready to crumble. But we can’t 
count on that. The evidence is 
all the other way.

For REA groups this would 
mean first chance at buying 
trucks, engines, jeeps, wire, poles 
and other urgently needed equip- 
ment. 

Senator Robert M. La Follette 
Jr. of Wisconsin will sponsor the 
proposal in the form of an amend- 
ment to a pending bill, Stoneman 
said. 

The announcement featured a 
meeting at which delegates unan- 
imously: ratified bylaw changes 
providing for State as well as re- 
gional representation on the board 
of directors. The. present board 
composed of 10 regional members 
and one director-at-large becomes 
an Executive Committee, and 45 
directors by states are to be elect- 
ed in a move to make the setup 
more democratic. 

The national meeting preceded a 
quarterly meeting of the Missouri 
State Rural Electrification Asso- 
ciation at the Mark Twain Hotel. 
William J. Neal, deputy REA ad- 
ministrator, in an address to the 
State group emphasized the kin- 
ship between rural electric and 
other co-operatives serving farm- 
ers. 


8 PCT, PAY RISE APPROVED 
FOR 15,000 SHOE WORKERS 


Wage increases of about 8 per 
cent were approved today by the 
Regional War Labor Board at 
Kansas City for almost 15,000 
workers in 91 branch plants of 
the International Shoe Co. and 
the Brown Shoe Co. of St. Louis, 

Under the adjustments, the av- 
erage pay of shoe workers, based 
on an adjustment of the piece- 
work rates, will be about 50.4 
cents an hour, as compared: with 
a previous rate of 43 cents. 

C. Wilson Randle, director of 
the board’s stabilization division, 
said the adjustments set a pattern 
for approvable wage adjustments 
in the Midwest region. No min- 
imum wage is established under 
the adjustments, which will be 
subjected to a test Thursday when 
the board will hear arguments in 
a dispute between the CIO United 
Shoe Workers Union and the In- 
ternational Shoe Co.’s Kirksville 
plant. Average pay increases of 
7™% per cent, with a minimum 
guarantee of 50 cents an hour for 
workers with one year’s experi- 
ence, were agreed upon last week 
by the International Shoe Co. and 
the AFL Boot and Shoe Workers 
Union for 8000 employes in com- 
pany plants in Missouri, Illinois 
and Kentucky. The agreement 
was approved by the WLB.

Doyle says if he had his way, producers would 
concentrate on gambling and horse-race pictures.

NLY the other day I heard of 
QO a bride who bought fresh pine- 

apple to prepare sugared pine- 
apple for her husband. When she 
started the preparati she was 
baffled. She did not know how 
to start converting it to edible 
form. Here is our favorite way: 
First, grasp the tuft of leaves 
with a protected hand and twist 
it until it comes out clean in one 
bunch. Now stand the pineapple 
on a cutting board and hold firmly 
in position with the left hand 
and with a large, sharp knife, 


‘trim off the rough, barbed sur- 


face, cutting as thinly as you can 
and always cutting downward and 
turning the pineapple and trim- 
ming until you have a clean, juicy 
appearing ellipse with “eyes” dot- 
ting the flesh all the way around. 
Now lay on,.the side and-cut into 
thick, crosswise slices. Use a 
paring knife or apple corer to 
dig out the eyes, being eful not 
to remove any more of the de- 
licious flesh than is necessary. 
Cut slice in ualf, then cut out 
the core and then pull the half 
circle apart in any desired size 
pieces.

First Meal 
Of the Day

NE of my more social minded 
QO physiological friends, or per- 

haps more physiologically 
minded social friends, whichever 
you want to cali him, is looking 
with alarm on the modern Amer- 
ican breakfast. He is inclined to 
believe that it is among the factors 
that are undermining the Repub- 
lic. He often quotes one of the 
wealthy but less rhetorical candi- 
dates for Vice-President who, in 
his acceptance speech, uttered the 
pleading cry, “Oh! my fellow coun- 
trymen, don't do as Rome done.” 


My friend claims to have found a 
wall inscription at Pompeii which 
indicates the reason for Rome's 
fall—“Per jentaculum, uva, panis 
torrere at lac concretum”—which 
he translates — “Orange juice, 
toast and coffee.” 


From what proud heights of the 
pioneer American breakfast has 
this anemic substitute degenerated 
into, exclaims my friend. That 
early American breakfast of boil- 
ed potatoes, lamb or veal swim- 
ming in gravy, baked beans, three 
or four helpings of wheat cakes 
and molasses and oceans of cof- 
fee. And now “orange juice, toast 
and coffee.” 
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AND WHAT IS the result, he 
grieves. The result is that in 
every factory, office building and 
institution in the land there are 
vending machines in the lobby 
where ice cream cones, pop and 
bottles of syrupy liquids are dis- 
pensed on the insertion of a nickel 
in the slot and these are exhausted 
of their contents by mid-morning 
from the onslaught of the work- 
ers famished by the rapid absorp- 
tion of a breakfast consisting of 
“orange juice, toast and coffee.” 

There is much that appeals to 
me in this threnody. Not that I 
would go back to the New Eng- 
land breakfast, because one of the 
main requirements of breakfast is 
that it be easily digested. But to- 
day, what with mother off to the 
lathe or the Red Cross and father 
rushing for the car pool and broth- 
er coming in from the night shift 
and the children to be hustled to 
school, breakfast is likely to be a 
really inadequate meal as he sug- 
gests. 


Of course, “orange juice, toast 
and coffee” igs the skeleton of a 
good breakfast, The modern Ameri- 
can, in whose good sense I atill 
believe, has left the outline at 
least. In the crange juice he has 
rapidly absorbed and concentrated 
energy and enough vitamin C for 
his whole day; also, by the way, 
quite a little vitamin A and B and 
the riboflavin part of vitamin G. 
Yes, we cannot forego orange juice 
or some substitute for breakfast. 
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ON THE TOAST he has some 
vegetable protein, more vitamin 
B, iron and 50 to 100 calories, de- 
pending on the size of the slice of 
toast. We presume he has some 
butter or margarine on the toast, 
so he gets some more calories. 
And coffee with cream and sugar 
is a good energizer for the old 
heart that must pump him to 
work, 

But such a breakfast is woefully 
deficient in calories, protein and 
some minerals, notably salt. Let 
us see—how many calories should 
breakfast contain? The total num- 
ber of calories you need daily is 
at least 2000. That breakfast 
hardly contains 200. At breakfast 
you are really breaking a fast, 
having gone without nourishment 
for at least ten or twelve hours 
and you are facing the hardest 
and most caloric-depleting period 
of the working day. I should say 
you should count on the evening 
meal for the heaviest stoking, 
making from 800 to 1000 calories, 
so breakfast should be counted on 
to supply at least 500 calories. 
This can be supplied easily by add- 
ing to the orange juice, toast and 
coffee, an egg or two, or a cereal, 
or @ sausage, or bacon. Or, bor- 
rowing from our. continental 
friends, some Danish pastry, or 
gnocchi, petite pancakes, or Kol- 
domer, 

The monotony of this modern 
kitchenette American breakfast is 
also against it. Once a week, yes, 
but daily it has no soul, There 
are a dozen raw fruits—grapefruit, 
tomato juice, plums, apple sauce, 
strawberries, raspberries—all con- 
taining the necessary vitamins, 
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The March Into the Jungle 


Wingate's Raiders Used Elephants and Mules to Ca

This is the Third Installment From 
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the Book, “Wingate'’s Raiders.” 
T Imphal it was atill touch 
A ana go whether or not the 
expedition would be called off. 
On February” 5, Field Marshal 
Wavell and other high-ranking of- 
ficers, including Lieut.-General 
Brehon Somervell of the United 
States Army, arrived for a de- 
cisive conference with Wingate. 
An hour later Wingate strode into 
the officers’ mess beaming; the 
expedition was on. Someone pro- 
duced a jar of rum, and the Field 
Marshal proposed a toast. 

That evening the Brigadier sum- 
moned his officers and senior 
N.C.O.’s and outlined the general 
military situation, It was a criti- 
cal moment, In the extreme 
northern tip of Burma the Japs 
were closing in on the Kachin 
Levies—a heroic little force of 
British-officered Burmese, tribes- 
men still clinging to a foothold 
‘around Sumprabum and _ Fort 
Hertz; the only airfield in Burma 
in Allied hands, In the east the 
Chinese were being pinned back 
on the Salween front. To the 
south, at Mandalay and Maymyo, 
the enemy was massing for a 
possible thrust at the India front- 
ler. , 

One of the expedition’s several 
objectives, Wingate announced 
evenly, was to spike these aggres- 
sive moves on the part of the Jap 
by claiming all of his attention in 
the coming months. By so doing 
they would also prevent the en- 
emy from moving reserves to the 
Arakan front, on the west coast 
of Burma, where both sides were 
locked in fairly heavy fighting. 
The first and main target, Win- 
gate continued, was the Jap com- 
munications system; in Burma’s 
mountain-jungle terrain every line 
of communication is a lifeline. 
Most of the existing communica- 
tions—rail, road, and water-—run 
in a north-south direction. The 
only lateral communications are 
footpaths, cart tracks, and dust 
roards usable only in the dry 
season. The backbone of the Jap 
system was the key north-south 
railway which runs from Manda- 
lay to Myitkyina. The Japanese 
troops in northern Burma were 
completely dependent on this rail- 
way for all of their supplies and 
reinforcements, 
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HE Brigadier’s plan was to lead 

the main body of his force to- 

ward the railway. This party 
would proceed with the greatest 
possible secrecy, evading the en- 
emy as far as possible until the 
line had been blown up at a num- 
ber of key points. .A smaller 
force was to carry out a feint to 
the south, designed to give the 
northern group a clear passage, 
It would deliberately attract the 
enemy's attention, and give the 
impression that the main drive 
was directed at Pantha, Mawlaik, 
and Kalemyo on the lower 
Chindwin., 

“The success of the expedition,” 
Wingate warned, “depends en- 
tirely upon the co-operation of the 
Burmese. No effort must be 
spared to please and conciliate 
them. And remember, this whole 
venture is an experiment. If it 
works, it will save thousands of 
lives in future operations in Bur- 
ma.” He then reminded the Chin- 
dits of the tactics the Japs would 
use against. them, He brought 
them up to date on. the In- 
telligence reports received for 
every mile of country ' into 
which they were moving, and 
ran over what had been learned 
from recently captured Japa- 
nese orders, In these orders was 
a reference to a certain Lieu- 
tenant Watanabe. Hereafter “Lef- 
tenant Wot-an-army” was to the 
Chindits a sort of Japanese 
Colonel Blimp. He and-his under- 
ling “Private Tojo” provided a 
good deal of comic relief when it 
was badly needed. , 
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The Chindits marched for two 
days along a wide plain. Then 
the motor road from Imphal 
spiralled steeply into the Manipur 
mountains, twisting and turning 
so sharply that at one point Win- 
gate, riding up front on a black 
gelding named Rob Roy, could 
see eight sections of the road, 
each filled with a winding column 
of men and pack animals—a 
camera man’s dream. Sergeant 
Carey, a veteran of the 1942 re- 
treat from Burma, struck up 
“There’s a long, long trail a-wind- 
ing” in a powerful bass, and the

columns picked up the song, 
swinging into “Tipperary,” the 
“Beer Barrel Polka,” and an old 
Harry Lauder ballad, “Keep right 
on to the end of the road, keep 
right on around the bend.” 

The secret of the expedition had 
been so well guarded that none 
of the regular troops they passed 
knew who they were or what they 
were up to. An army captain, 
spotting one of Wingate’s R. A. F, 
liaison officers striding along in 
a flight lieutenant’s uniform with 
an infantry pack, revolver, Tom- 
my gun, and large commando 
knife, yelled out: “What the devil 
do you think you are—Army, Air 
Force, or Commando?” ahd got 
the prompt reply: “I’m a Dutch 
sub commander in disguise.” 

The third night as the sun set, 
the Chindits bivouacked in a 
mountain pass with a breath-tak- 
ing view of the Imphal plain to 
the west, deep valleys to the north 
and south, and the razor-backed 
Naga mountains on the eastward 
line of march to the River Chind- 
win, 

Two more days’ marching 
brought them to the Burma- 
Assam border, where a battered 
wooden signpost announced “West 
—6§000 miles to Blighty,” and 
someone had added “Tokyo—3000 
miles East.” 

“Some time before we'll see 
another signpost to Blighty, said 
the Brigade Major, and called a 
halt. At this point the force shed 
all of its “superfluous” kit—extra 
bedding, pots and pans, changes 
of clothing, etc. Here, too, the 
expedition’s cash—silver rupees to 
buy food and hire boats in Burma 
—was handed out to the men, 
When the Brigade Major asked if 
anyone would like some more, no 
one came forward. Silver was not 
worth its weight to Wingate’s 
men. 
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The expedition now split up 
into two parts in accord. 
ance with Wingate’s plan to feint 
to the south with one body while 
the main force headed straight 
toward the railway line, Wingate 
assembled the officers of the 
southern group in a clearing in 
the jungle by the side of the road, 
and here gave them their final 
orders. The next day the two 
prongs of the expedition parted 
company. As the rearguard of 
Wingate’s party passed the border 
signpost someone shouted gaily: 
“Thrée thousand miles to Tokyo. 
Well, boys, we're taking the short 
cut home.” 

The northern force, under Win- 
gate, headed due east. Down in 
a valley at the foot of the Naga 
mountains the motor road petered 
out into a little track that zig- 
gagged steeply up the hillside. 
From here on down to the River 
Chindwin, the boundary line be- 
tween British and Jap held terri- 
tory, the columns marched by 
night for security. 

Elephants—excellent substitutes 
for bulldozers and trucks—plodded 
on ahead, ridden by little Bur- 
mese mahouts. Each carried 800 
pounds of heavy equipment, in- 
cluding collapsible rubber boats 
for the river crossings. With pon- 


derous daintiness the huge beasts 
picked their way along treacher- 
ous paths no wider than their 
own feet, clearing a passage 
through low branches and over- 
hanging bamboos. They were fol- 
lowed by the men and the mules, 
1000 of them, named after the 
Chindits’ girl friends back home— 
Queenie, Daisy, Mabel. The mules 
had come to Wingate’s force from 
Indian artillery units, but some 
no doubt originally hailed from 
Kansas and Missouri and one was 
called Yankee. Now they under- 
stood Urdu and Hindustani better 
than English and were more at 
home on bamboo leaves than on 
cornstalks and alfalfa. The big 
fellows carried the wireless sets, 
mortars, machine guns, and Bren 
guns; they were good for a 300- 
pound load. The smaller ones 
could manage about 160 pounds. 
Both the mules and the officers’ 
chargers had been laboriously 
taught not to neigh. In the rear 
were the slow-moving oxen and 
small gray bullocks, drawing carts 
loaded with spare rifles and am- 
munition, and all the weird para- 
phernalia of this exotic army. 
With every column trotted scout- 
ing dogs, trained to recognize the 
scent of the Japanese and also to 
carry messages from column to 
column through the jungle. 


Gurkha dog-handlers watched 
over them, Each column was a 
mile long. Strangely enough, un- 
less there were leaves on the path, 
the columns could not be heard 
more than a few hundred yards 
away; the jungle has a curios 
way of deadening sound, Wingate 
issued his orders from a radio 
mounted on a mule, and at track 
junctions cut away from the bark 
of a tree with his kukri and 
carved in a direction sign. When 
a halt was called, a felled log 
served as the Brigadier’s desk and 
headquarters. 
+ =. 

£ HE line of advance led over 

wicked sawtooth peaks with a 

gradient of one in two and along 
paths no more than three feet 
wide flanked in many places 
by sheer precipices then down 
into valleys where the elephant 
grass grows taller than a man, 
Here and there rotting skeletons, 
gruesome milestones, marked the 
tracks along which refugees had 
fallen while struggling out of 
Burma the year before. 

Marching along a valley a red- 
mustached captain, formerly a re- 
porter on the London Daily Ex- 
press, started the “cliche game.” 
Whoever hit on a cliche that fitted 
the scenery scored a point, The 
vegetation, for instance, was 
“lush,” the swamps “mosquito-in- 
fested,” the trees “dripped with 
exotic orchids,” a “beady-eyed” 
crocodile “basked” on tbe muddy 
banks of a river. The jungle made 
all the cliches of a dime novel 
come true, and the game took the 
men’s minds off the tedium of 
marching. 

Now they were climbing again 
and had no breath for talking, The 
path was so narrow that the mule 
loads kept bumping against the 
hillside or jutted perilously out 
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KNOX GELATINE 
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over the steep siope. Now and 
then a mule took a false step and 
fell, neighing frantically, into the 
valley below. Two or three men 
wouki pick their way down the 
precipice and lead the animal, 
unloaded, back into line. Some- 
times they would find the mule 
badly injured, and a revolver shot 
would ring out from the valley, 
echoing through the silent jungle. 


7: 2 
As dawn broke swiftly over the 


jungle, the columns bivouacked for | 


the day. Unshaven officers sat 
down on boulders to breakfast off 
bully beef and biscuits. Tea for 
the brigadier’s party was made 
by a Madrassi cook, whom every- 
one called Fu Manchu. He had 
been through the last Burma cam- 
paign, and had pluckily volun- 
teered to go back into the coun- 
try as officers’ mess cook. Win- 
gate sat on a trunk sipping his 
tea out of a battered tin mug 
and picking peaches out of a can 
with his fingers. He wore a tat- 
tered bush shirt, russet corduroy 
trousers, and an _ old-fashioned, 
scuttle-shaped sun helmet. This 
helmet—a relic of the Ethiopian 
campaign—was a fetish with Win- 
gate. He could not bear to take 
it off. “Without it,” one of his of- 
ficers remarked, “I really believe 
the brigadier would go up in a 
puff of smoke.” 

The animals, meanwhile, had 
been unloaded, led to a stream to 
drink, and tethered among the 
trees. This was a slow and weary 
business at the end of a long 
march, and loading them again 
took even longer. The muleteers 
—British and Indians—ate and 
slept beside their charges. “The 
men who handle my mules are 
highly important,” Wingate told 
the war correspondents with the 
party. “Every one of them is a 
fighting man, It takes even higher 
courage to lead an animal into ac- 
tion than it doea to lie down and 
fire. The D, C, M. (Distinguished 
Conduct Medal) might well mean 
‘Died Chasing Mules’,” 

Mist began to rise from the 
jungle as the heat of the morning 
set in. The Chindits were now in 
the likely patrol-clash area and 
were taking full military precau- 
tions. Trip wires were strung out 
around the bivouac, sentries post- 
ed. and stand-to positions mapped 
for an alert. : 


The force so far had no name | 
other than its operational cypher | 


word. But the men called them- 
selves “Wingate’s Circus,” “Win- 
gate’s Follies,” or “Wingate’s Mob.” 

The Chindits wore regular trop- 
ical uniforms and army boots, but 
were specially equipped with Aus- 
tralian-type slouch hats, anti-mos- 
quito veils, matchetes—razor-edged 
commando knives — and rubber- 
soled hockey boots for scouting 
and silent marching. Their bed- 
ding was a water-proof ground 
sheet, 6 feet by 2% feet, and a
